There Is a 
white man's burden— a burden 
which the while man should not 
shirk even If ho could, a burden 
which he cou.'d not shirk ovon If 
he would. That no one llveth

Chicago, July 7. — Th« report of 
I hr Joint commission of tho Chicago 
Commercial association and the 1111- 
nol* Manufacturer*' association, ap- 
pointed to Investigate the packing in- 
dustries of Chicago, together with the 
report of the expert* who accompanied 
them, was made public today. 

The commltee says: 

"As a result of thi* investigation, 
we, ourselves have no hesitancy in 
•tiling that the meat products at the 
yards are wholesome and proper food 
"We find that the companies have 
been Improving the conditions and 
products from year to year, that im- 
provements are constantly being made 
and will continue to be made and wc 
believe that the conditions and sur- 
roundings at the plants carefully pro- 
tect the quality of the product. 

"In view of the absence of any pos-
